The 
type of V.D. is mostly of the minor 
nature—that is, gonorrhea. There 
is no marked increase in the in- 
cidence of syhpilis, but, of course, 
there is the usual number ‘ who are 
with us always.’”

Crossing the Danube west of Ismail, other Russian troops. 
captured Buzau, an oil town only 40 miles from Ploesti, it was 


officially announced. 


Constanza is the only Rumanian 
port which can be entered by ocean- 
oing vessels and is never ice-bound. 
The oil pipe-line from Ploesti ends 
in the harbour zone. 

Colonel von Olberg, German 
Overseas News Agency Military 
Correspondent, said that fighting 
continues between the German 
troops garrisoned in Rumania and 
Rumanian troops. Ploesti and 
Bucharest are the scenes of particu- 
larly fierce and stubborn battles. 
The Germans are holding their 
ground everywhere, he added. 

The German Overseas News 
Agency, quoting “well informed 
German quarters,” reported that 
Russian troops, after crossing the 
‘Danube delta, have approached the 
northern fringe of the Dobrudja, 
and have opened up the entrance to 
Wallachia, the heart of Rumania, 
Near the town of Buzau, forty miles 
north-east of Ploesti, the Russians 
have reached the pipe-line leading 
from Ploesti to Constanza. 

Reuter’s special correspondent in 
Moscow says that the Red Army’s 
drive into the Balkans is developing 
in two directions—through the 
mountain passes into ' Transylvania 
and beyond the Galatz gap. 


Stiff clashes between German- 
Hungarian units and Soviet 
mountain troops are going on in 
the valley leading to Brasov, 
the important rail iunction about 
18 miles south of the present 
Hungarian frontier. 


Other troops of General Malinov- 
sky’s army, as well as those of 
General Tolbukhin, are pushing 


out new spearheads towards Central 
Rumania. 


— 


From the south-eastern spurs of 
the Transylvanian Alps to the wind- 
ing channels of the Danube delta 
small, but powerful, Soviet mobile 
units are crushing the last resist- 
ance of German strong points. 

On the remainder of the Eastern 
front a steady reduction of the 
Baltic trap is bringing nearer the 
hour when the whole: line once 
more will get on the move. With 
big Soviet thrusts on East Prussia 
and Warsaw, the Germans’ Riga- 
Warsaw line is proving one of the 
toughest yet encountered, but it may 
yet be seen that the key to the 
Polish capital lies in the Baltic 
States. 

German _ garrison troops in 
Rumania last night received orders 
to clear the rear communications of 
German front line troops by dis- 
arming and, if necessary, fighting 
“treacherous” Rumanian forces. 
The orders were broadcast by the 
German Army radio station at 
Belgrade, . 


Aircraft from the 15th Air 
Force H.Q. in Italy, on recon- 
naissance over Rumania, have 
not spotted any sign of a large- 
scale evacuation of German 
troops into Hungary, says an A.P. 
message. 

Last night’s Soviet communiqué 
reported the following gains: South- 
east of Valga, the capture of over 
60 inhabited localities; in Rumania, 
north-east of Bucharest, the capture 
of the large road and railway 
junction of Muzau and 150 other 
inhabited localities; west of Ismail, 
Russian troops crossed the Danube 
and occupied over 50 inhabited 
localities in the territory of the 
Northern Dobrudija. 


HE resignation of the Hun- ! 
garian Government was reported 
last night by Berlin radio and in 
a Budapest despatch. . 
Colonel - General Vitez Geza 
Lakatos has been appointed Prime 
Minister. Formerly supreme com- 
mander of the Hungarian troops on 
the eastern front, he was awarded 
the Knight’s Cross of the Iron Cross 
by Herr Hitler last May. 
The Hungarian Government, 
headed by Doeme Sztojay, had been 
in office since March 22nd last. 
Early developments in Bulgaria 
were . indicated. in a . Bulgarian 
radio announcement that the 
Regents have conferred with three 
former Premiers and other political 
leaders. The radio also said that 
Bulgarian troops are being with- 
drawn from Bulgarian occupied 
territories. 


Moscow radio last night denied 
that Russia had accepted Bulgaria‘s 
declaration of neutrality. 


The Bulgarian official News 
Agency has announced that the 
evacuation of German troops from 
Bulgaria has begun. It stated that 
several thousand Germans crossing 
the Danube from Rumania had 
been disarmed. 

General Ferdinand Catlos, Com- 
mander-in-Chief of Slovakia’s armed 
forces, has announced that German 
troops have entered Slovakia, 
because of recent activity by para- 
chutists, according to a broadcast 
picked up in New York from 
Bratislava radio. 

M. Papandreou, the Greek Prime 
Minister, in a declaration last night 
assured the Greek people that their 
services to, and sacrifices for, the 
common Allied struggle “ have 
found such general recognition from 
the Governments of our great Allies, 
as well as from world-wide public 
opinion, that we may rest assured 


satisfied.”"—(Reuter and A.P.)

and customs of war. 

“ His Majesty's Government, there- 
fore, make this formal declaration. 

“1—The Polish Home Army, 
which is now mobilised, constitutes 
a combatant force forming an 
integral part of the Polish armed 
forces. 

“2—Members of the Polish Home 
Army are instructed to conduct their 
milita operations in accordance 
with the rules of war, and, in so 
doing, they bear their arms openly 
against the enemy. They operate in 
units under responsible commanders. 
They are provided with a distinctive 
emblem, or with Polish uniforms. 

“3—Inm these circumstances re- 
risals .against members of the 
olish Army violate the rules of 
war by which Germany is bound. 
His Majesty's Government, there- 
fore, solemnly warn all Germans 
who take any part in, or are in any 
way responsible for, such violations 
that they do so at their peril, and 
will be held answerable for their 
crimes.”

battlefields of France. Thirty 
years ago von Moltke’s German 
armies. swept through Belgium 
and Northern France, driving the 
French and British before them. 
The ‘Schlieffen Plan achieved 
almost incredible success in the 


the German Chief of Staff had 
not succumbed to the temptation 
to weaken his western forces in 
his determination to save East 
Prussia from the Russians, the 
whole course of European history 
might have been changed. The 
fact is that he did succumb, with 
the result that the Battle of the 
Marne was fought and won by 
the Anglo-French allies.. It was 
touch and go. When Marshal Joffre 

ded to make his famous stand 
on the Marne, and the name of 
Ferdinand Foch began to be 
whispered in Europe’s: capitals, 
the chances of an Allied victory 
seemed to be slight. The army 
that faced the Germans in those 
dramatic days was an olla podrida 
of military makeshift. Troops 
were rushed from Paris to the 
Marne in rickety taxicabs; but, in 
the event, the German onrush was 
halted, and it is not too much to 
say that the future course of the 
first World War was decided. 
The farthest point that was 
reached by the Germans in those 
days was Vitry-le-Francois, where 
von Moltke’s Uhlans seemed to 
be almost in sight of their goal. 
Yesterday it was announced from 
Allied Headquarters that Vitry 
had been captured by General 
Patton’s American troops. British 
and American reports still are 
inclined to be reticent. They are 
loth to mention place-names; but 
the Germans are being brutally 
frank. According to Captain 
Sertorius, the Allies have crossed 
the Seine all along the line 
between Paris and Troyes. Sois- 
sons, more than fifty-five miles 
to the north-east of Paris, and 
Chateau-Thierry, twenty-five miles 
north of that, have fallen to the 
Allied armies; and American 
forces, which comprise at least 
three Army Corps, are stated to 
be well across the Marne in the 
neighbourhood of Meaux. If 
these reports be accurate, the 
Allies already are threatening the 
border defences of Belgium, 
Luxembourg and the German 
Reich itself. The XVth and VIIth 
German Armies seem to be in 
danger of a gigantic encircling 
movement, since American tanks 
are stated to be forging ahead 
past Chateau-Thierry and the 
Marné in an effort to take 
Marshal von Kluge’s armies in the 
rear. Lutz Koch, one of the 
German wireless commentators, 
warns his people that they must 
not blink facts. He declares that 
the German troops who are being 
required to face this latest menace 
are men who have been in action 
continuously since the beginning 
of the Anglo-American invasion. 
Allied reports announce that 
the Germans have been rein- 
forced from Norway. 

All the Allied bulletins are in 
agreement regarding the skill with 
which the German commanders 
have contrived to ‘extricate their 
troops from positions which at 
one time seemed to be almost 
hopeless. All along the Seine, 
which is almost bereft of bridges, 
they defended the crossings by 
stubborn rearguard actions, and 


| in this way were able to save large 


numbers of their men, although 
they were forced to sacrifice huge 
quantities cf material. According 
to British bulletins, by far their 
most. serious loss was in 
the Falaise-Argentan “ pocket,” 
where, it is stated, between 
42,000 and 45,000 Germans 
were captured, out of a total 
of 92,000 prisoners taken in 
North-West Europe between 
August 10th and 25th. No 
figures are yet available in 
respect. of Allied casualties, 
Some days ago it was announced 


of the Allied superiority in 
numbers and armour, Marshal 
von Kluge had decided to shorten 
his. line as much as possible, 
always provided that he should 
stop short of the German 
frontiers. From the layman’s 
point of view, it is an eéxtra- 
ordinary position. Although the 
Allies are in practical possession 
of all the territory west of the 
Seine, a strong German garrison 
still is holding out at Brest. So 
far, it has defied all efforts to 
capture this great naval port, 
whose commander already has 
surpassed the record of Colonel 
von Auloch (“The Mad Colonel”) 
who defended St. Malo after all 
hopes of success had disappeared. 
In Paris there still are centres of 
resistance. Yesterday the Allies 
announced the capture of the 
famous aerodrome at Le Bourget 
after some very stiff fighting; and 
there is no doubt at all that the 
German garrisons, even in isolated 
places, are determined to fight to 
the last gasp. In the north the 
British and Canadians are within 
six miles of Rouen. In the south 
General Patch’s armies are 
advancing with spectacular speed. 
Evidently, General Eisenhower's 
strategy is directed towards an 
encirclement of the Germans 
comparable to that which was 
achieved by Marshal von 
Brauchitsch against the French 
and British in the summer of 
1940. The German High Com- 
mand has two alternatives. Not 
only is it at a numerical and 
material disadvantage, but it also 
suffers sorely through lack of 
adequate support for its land 
troops from the air. It can 
decide, as already has been 
suggested, to cut its losses and 
retreat in ‘the general direction of

The Village Hall 

A correspondent to The Times 
has given a most interesting 
account of the construction, in 
the village in which he resides in 
Surrey, of a village hall. The 
Original: structure Was an old 
barn; and it was converted into a 


hall seating 225 people, with } 


cloakrooms, kitchen and com- 
mittee rooms, and “a particularly 
well-designed and lighted stage,” 
at a total cost of £1,400. This, it 
must be admitted, was in the year 
1933, when building costs were 
very substantially below their 
present level. Nevertheless, the 
example is instructive. As 
members of Muintir na Tire 
have recognised, the village hall is 
the centre of life in a small com- 
munity. It provides a home for 
all the many organisations — 
dramatic and literary societies, 
boxing clubs, debating and 
musical societies, and the like— 
through which a village can 
develop a healthy cultural life of 
its own. It can house the library 
which every community ought to 
have. It gives leisure activities 
some other hub than the cinema 
and the public-houses. For these 
reasons, the erection of halls in 
small towns and villages through- 
out fhe country is of no little 
importance if the nation is to 
make a serious effort to improve 
the amenities of rural life. Other 
things, to be sure, may be 
needed more urgently~electricity, 
proper water supply and sewage 
systems, fire-fighting services. 
Yet there is no reason why the 
provision of village halls should 
be obliged to wait until all other 
demands have been satisfied. 
Various towns already possess 
L.D.F. halls, which, with very 
little adaptation, could serve the 
wider needs of the community in 
time of peace. In others, build- 
ings may be found which might 
be equipped for temporary 
service at negligible expense,* or 
converted properly . without any 
very great outlay of public money. 
The money, of course, will have 
to come from public funds in 
most cases—though here and 
there private philanthropists may 
take this method of erecting an 
enduring memorial. In Britain 
the National Council of Social 
Service gave generous assistance 
to many hundreds of village 
halls, and still is supporting such 
projects. In the absence of such 
an organisation in this country, 
one can only look again to the 
Government.

VENEREAL DISEASE. — The 
Cork Medical Officer of Health 
states that there has been an in- 
crease of syphilis by more than 
four hundred per cent. since 1941 
in that city, and that this is only the 
record of patients attending the 
local V.D. clinic..

It 
merely goes to show that a great 
many more syphilitics have taken 
advantage of the recent publicity 
given to this dreadful scourge.

ARAN STEAMER, — The Aran 
islands are entirely dependent on 
gne steamer, the Dun Aengus, which 
is run solely for private profit. This 
boat is scheduled to call at the 
islands once a week, and the com- 
pany publishes a card giving the 
proposed sailing dates. These sail- 
ings cannot be depended on. On 
Sunday, August 20th, the company 
suddenly decided that the boat 
would not call at the two smaller 
islands, as usual, but would stop 
for a short while at a point in 
the ocean some three or four miles 
out, and let the islanders row out 
in their curraghs against a strong 
wind. This decision, which was 
announced the evening before. 
meant that the islands were to get 
no supplies that day, and Visitors 
who were expecting to be called 
for, and who had to return to 
Dublin that day, had to pay £1 to 
be rowed out-to the steamer. This 
was done because the boat was 
carrying a very large number of 
day-excursionists, who wished to 
have time to land at the large 
island, and because, for the 
moment, it was more profitable for 
the company to carry these. 

The company frequently attributes 
its irregular sailings to the coak 
shortage. Is the Government 
allotting coal for the purpose of 
taking excursionists out for the day, 
and not for more essential services? 
The people on the islands depend 
on this boat for supplies. They 
should not be left at the mercy of 
a private company. — MICHAEL 
McMULLIN, Inishere, Co. Galway. 


MENTAL CLINICS FOR 
CHILD DELINQUENTS 


The views expressed by District 
Justice McCarthy at the Dublin 
Rotary Club regarding the child 
delinquent has created unusual 
interest in medical circles. <A 
medical officer told. an /rish Times 
reporter yesterday that while there 
were schools for mentally defective 
children no organised treatment was 
available for the problem child, who 
is the potential délinquent, and who, 
when neglected, becomes a total loss 
to society. 

“Child clinics,” he said, “ staffed 
by doctors specially trained, can 
make these children valuable 
members of society, and save them 
from the road which leads: through 
the juvenile courts to a criminal 
career, or to an asylum. It is 
among children that the most fruit- 
ful field exists for preventive medical 
treatment. In later years, when the 
mind has become move rigid, cure, 
where possible, is a lengthy process.” 

In Great Britain the Royal 
Medico-Psychological Association 
has advocated the setting up of 
such child clinics, and has urged a 
systematic psychological examina- 
tion of every schooichild. It also 
recommends that all delinquent 
children should be examined by a 

ychiatrist, whose report should 

e available to the court.

CIBBER PLAY AT GATE 
(THE plays of Colley Cibber are 
representative of the transition 
period from the licentiousness of 
the Restoration. dramatists to 
the sentimental comedy of the 
eighteenth century, which came to 
its finest flowering in the plays of 
Goldsmith and Sheridan. He belongs 
properly, not to the Restoration, 
but to the rebellion against it which 
began to be re‘ected in the theatre. 
In “ The Careless Husband” there 
is, at least, a hint of cleaner 
manners and a certain feeling for 
decency of language, but these 
tendencies at best are merely com- 
parative, far a good deal of the old 
ribaldry remains. The author weer 
seem to have written it with the old 
feeling for the unsavoury still strong 
in him, yet as one prepared to 
trim his sails to the fresh wind of 
Come taste that was beginning to 
low in 1704. The effect of his 
divided mind then is to make him a 
dramatist scarcely worth seeing 
now. His best moments are those 
which recall the kind of play he 
was trying to get away from, not 
the later comedy to which he was 
reaching forward. 

The general make-up of “The Care- 
less Husband” is that of the plays 
of Cibber’s older contemporaries. 
There is the complex intrigue, the 
two plots which never seem to 
combine, the stock expedients of 
farce, and the subject which is still 
a Restoration subject. This is that 
it is a woman’s duty, if she has any 
wisdom, to be tolerant of her hus- 
band’s infidelities. There is a feel- 
ing for better construction than 
before, but less wit. There may 
not have been much real wit in 
even the best of the Rgstoration 
dramatists, but in the lines they 
gave their characters to speak there 
was a modish grace, as in the plays 
of Congreve. After its first act, 
“The Careless Husband” becomes 
careless in its speech, has too man 
words for its action, and, althoug 
it makes comedy that. is sprightly 
enough, there is no real sparkle. 

This was the material with which 
Lord Longford’s Company did very 
well last night in an excellent pro- 
duction by John Izon.

A reader in Ballyhaunis district 
sends me some particulars of the 
late Mr, Patrick A. (“ Pat”) Kenny, 
a former contributor to this news- 
paper.
